Cn  the  10th  July,  Dr,  JOTE?  was  arrested  J>y  captain  TOYOS/JUK 
gUItl,  the  civil  chief  of  tho  japanoso  ..dninlstrat ion, ^  The  sane  eveninfi 
I  mado  enquiries  of  some  officers  (KElOSHnu  andTT<5B/3sHI)  about  qy 
husband  but  1  found  no  dofinito  reply  and  by  the  way  they  spoke  and  tho 
look  on  their  faces  I  iuueir.od  thoy  ware  lyin^  to  conceal  sonothinfi 
fron  us,  I  requested  SJI 3  at  least  to  (jot  a  letter  fron  ay  husband 
in  his  ovm  handwriting  stating  that  he  was  well.  The  next  day  SUI.3 
told  no  that  the  Naval  corxiander  UEp/.  did  not  like  the  idoa  and  there 
was  a  difference  of  opinion  botwoon  him  and  the  comander  and  lastly 
he  had  to  rosl&n. 

On  tho  14th  July,  tharc  was  a  meetinfi  organised  by  the  japs 
and  then  only  1  cane  to  know  that  not  only  qy  husband  but  also  about  3° 
persons  wore  arrested  -  all  under  the  sane  ohorjje  of  si final! infi  to  the 
British  Forces,  3.tu11  firoups  of  people  wore  arrested  after  that  on 
the  sane  cause, 

iy  husband  was  seen  writinfi  somethinfi  for  the  Japanese  fron 
the  10th  to  the  14th  and  afterwards  it  was  reported  that  he  was  found 
both  hands  and  feet  tied  up,  insido  a  looking  motor  shed,  since  then 
I  have  had  no  news  of  qy  husband,. 1  tlhenovar  I  had  occasion  to  speak  to 
tho  japanoso  j  always  wanted  to  prove  qy  husband's  innocence,  but  tho 
jnpur.cso  would  not  liston  to  ns,  1  was  fiivon  to  understand  by  KEJJRA 
that  HEM7Y  J.’J.fflS  (n  Ricobarcse)  v/as  also  arrested  with  qy  husband.  I 
learnt  that  HETTY  JA1CS  si^jiod  a  confession  bond  statinfi  that  when 
ITT.  SC CIT  was  about  to  leave  Cu-R  HICCB4R  he  handed  about  4 00  rockets  to 
DR.  JCUES  and  that  DR.  JCIJES  distributed  those  rookets  omonfi  the 
IJicobarose  and  Indians,  thus  fiivinG  then  a  chance  to  comunicate  with 
the  allied  Forces, 

On  24th  July,  1  was  arrested  and  was  sent  straifiht  to  the 
Civil  administrative  Building;  where  1  was  questioned  by  Captain  UHXfi 
(interpreter  IQIDR.)  us  to  whether  j  was  helpinfi  qy  husband  and  whether 
ho  had  any  co-operation  with  the  allied  Forces.  They  also  told  ne 
that  qy  husband  was  arrested  and  charfiod  with  espionofio  and  that  they 
were  fioinj  to  produce  him  boforo  some  hi fiber  authorities,  for  further 
trial.  1  as  qy  husband  always  said  that  he  was  innocent fi  was  roleasod

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On  tho  Uth  A'UL'ust,  I  was  adjoin  arrested  hy  YASUDA  on  a  charco 
that  I  had  a  wireless  set  in  qy  possession  and  that  I  knew  how  to 
rpgrato  it,  \  xfcoy  also  statod  that  the  j[onaininG  rockets  were  with  no, 

I  wm  taken  to  .xuy  H.Q.  and  on  qy  way  fj  noticed  11  Nicoborose  and 
Indians,  hands  tied  toGothor  and  all  tied  to  posts  undor  a  •Beehive  hut* 
Oho  noxt  day  i  too  was  taken  to  this  Boohivo  hut  -  was  told  to  go  up¬ 
stairs  and  fron  there  j  could  plainly  boo  the  Indians  and  Nicobureso 
bulov/  no,  tied  \/ith  stronc  rope  and  torturod  to  such  on  extent  that  they

knoiv  that  he  died  very  soon  after,  LA  tor  I  overheard  U81EHAJVJ  YASUDa 
talking  to  a  soldier  and  soylnG  that  Indians  were  not  very  strong  and 
.  AiM-froa  beat  in/;  only.  J  I  heard  hie  tell  the  soldier  that  in  future  ho 
should  beat  thou,  not  about  the  head,  but  only  about  the  elbows  and
